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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-7, 9-19, 21-35, 37-40, and 42-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner agrees 
with the applicant in regards to the allowability of the claims. 

3. Claim 1 is drawn to establishing a piconet between multiple devices that move within 
range and out of range of each other, wherein piconet establishing includes the exchange of 
information stored and sent in nodal tree structures, such information sent automatically (P. 21, 
lines 20-23), and wherein the tree structure is set up in a certain fashion such that each device is 
represented by a node and further such that the number of levels between nodes reflects a degree 
of separation between nodes (P. 22, lines 9-23). The sending of tree structures is an 
improvement over the prior art, as it allows for easier updating of device information (P. 22, 
lines 15-16). All independent claims teach a narrower version of the above system. 

4. Of the known prior art regarding piconets and/or tree data storage, such items teach away 
from sending the data as a tree node, and towards distilling the data such that the degrees of 
separation are taught as an estimated range (P. 23), rather than as a full measure of degree of 
separation. As there is no teachings or motivation of such tree structure transmission and degree 
of separation determination within the piconet/ad-hoc/instantaneous network establishment area, 
the claims as drawn are novel and non-obvious. 
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5. All other claims are dependent on one of the above claims, and therefore is also 
allowable.
